Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
amendment to exclude certain groups for R1, R2 and y1 when Z1 is an alkali metal has 
overcome the rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph set forth previously. The 
various amendments to correct informalities have overcome the objections set forth 
previously. The claims were previously rejected on double-patenting grounds over 
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copending application no. 11/908462. Because the present application is earlier-filed 
and the double-patenting rejection is the sole remaining rejection, it has been withdrawn 
perMPEP804.04(l)(B)(1). 

5. The prior art fails to disclose or suggest the presently recited diamine compounds 
and polymers derived therefrom. Related art that does not bar an allowance was cited in 
paragraph 7 of the Office action mailed on 10 November 2008, and in paragraphs 27-28 
of the Office action mailed on 8 December 2009. 

6. US Patent No. 7,342,070 discloses structurally similar amino-silane compounds 
as initiators and post-functionalizers (e.g. see claims 1 and 19). These compounds are 
not diamines as are presently recited, and therefore US Pat '070 does not bar an 
allowance of the present claims. 

7. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
